Schroeder said the pro- 
grams include the original 


conduct and administration 
program of the locally op- 
erated Capboard as well 
as special projects such 
as the rural resources pro- 
gram, emergency family 
loan program, and the Head 
Start program. 

Operating under a grant 
of $33,00 a year, the cen- 
tral staff plans programs 
for the three counties, 
writes applications and 
supervises all projects un- 
der the CAP program, ,The 
CAP program is the loc- 
ally Operated phase of the 
Office of Economic Oppor- 
tunity’s anti-poverty pro- 
gram.

The best sign of mumps 1s a 
tender, smooth, firm swelling that 
covers the corner of the jawbone 
where it turns upward toward the 
ear, the magazine reports 

Mumps in a child is usually 
only mildly incapacitating and 
moderately uncomfortable. Many 
ases in children are so mild as to 
vo unnoticed by parents. 4 mild 
medication for fever and the dis 
comfort of mild headache and 
muscle aches may be used as 
needed 

Normally the child recovers 
in five to seven days 

In the teen-ager or adult 
mumps is more serious. The virus 
is more likely to involve other 
areas such as the pancreas, and to 
result in nausea, abdominal pains 


and severe food or fluid intoler- 
anees 

The tendency for mumps with 
its attendant pain to settle in the 
ovary or testicle is well known 


The chance of sterility is highly 
and emotionally overrated, how- 
ever.

ELF-CONFESSED radical, 

Sol Alinsky, professional agi- 
tator among the poor, and orga- 
nizer of protests 
and demonstra- 
tions called 
“neople’s organi- 
zations,” has 
written that “in 
the war against 
social evils there 
are no rules of 
fair play.” He 
advocates the 
use of “lying, 
deception and 
trickery.” 

During the 
past year Alin- 
sky has been conducting one of 
his campaigns in Rochester, New 
York, called “FIGHT,” meaning 
Freedom, Integration, God, 
Honor, Today. The use of these 
sacred names is strangely incon- 
gruous with the tactics associ- 
ated with the movement. Strange 
it is that the Rochester Council 
of Churches should seek to raise 
$100 thousand to hire this pro- 
fessional agitator to set up one 
of his campaigns, using these tac- 
tics for the purpose of forcing 
its will upon the citizens of Roch. 
ester. In recent months the cam- 
paign has been directed especially 
against the Kodak Company. 
This company is following a pol- 
icy of integrating its labor force, 
and at considerable expense is 
training a substantial number 
of Negroes and others for the 
purpose of raising their knowl- 
edge and skills to the employable 
level. Kodak is working with the 
state employment service, the 
Urban League, the Monroe 
County Human Relations Com- 
mission, and others, in finding 
suitable applicants for this spe- 
cial training program.

“The law provides for 
a seven-member lay board 
in each county appointed 
by the county governing 
body (in cooperation with 
municipal authorities in 
urban areas) to serve six- 
year overlapping terms,” 
Governor Wallace said, She 
added that members of the 


State Board (of which the 
Governor is ex-officio 
chairman) are also ap- 


pointed for six-year terms, 
They are named by the 
Governor and confirmed by 
the State Senate. 

It was explained that 
the terms of at least two 
members of each board 
expire every odd-num- 
bered year. Appointing 
authorities may re-appoint 
members or make replace- 
ments, ‘‘Many county board 
members have served for 
several terms,” the Gov- 
ernor said, ‘‘some since 
the 1930’s.”’ 

County board members 
live in counties where they 
serve and at least two of 
every board must be wo- 
men, The boards have res- 
ponsibility to interpret 
community needs to the 
Department and agency 
services, resources, and 
limitations to the citizens 
they represent. 

*‘County boardgare in- 
valuable to the whole Pen- 
sions and Security pro- 
gram,’ Governor Wallace 
declared. ‘‘They select the 
county director (adminis- 
trator of the local pro- 
prom) from a Merit Sys- 
tem register and approve 
the director’s appointment 
of other staff. They can 
also bring to the profess- 
ional workers the attitudes 
and understanding of the 
laymen, on the one hand, 
and can make it clear to 
the General public what 
the Department is trying 
to do on the other.” 

County boards elect 
their own officers and meet 
regularly and on call ofthe 
chairman, Every board de- 
velops its own pattern, 
some convening monthly, 
some quarterly, and others 
less often, All members 
work between meetings to 
strengthen public welfare 
services, There is, in ad- 
dition, a statewide associa- 
tion of county board mem- 
bers which meets for mut- 
ual discussion of problems, 
goals, and responsibilities,

For millions of Americans the family car becomes an 
extension of the home living room during vacation travel. 
This has led the home safety division of the Greater New 
York Safety Council to issue a bulletin on family vaca- 
tion motoring with emphasis on the comfort and safety 
of youngsters. 

Prepared by Mrs. Marjorie B. May, director of home 
safety, the bulletin advises that one adult assume the 
specific responsibility of reading to the children, tending 
to their care and:otherwise keeping them from annoying 
the driver.

Cotton farmers taking 
part in the 1967 cotton pro- 
gram _ will begin getting 
final program payments 
soon after Aug, 15, Chair- 
man, Agricultural Stabili- 
zation and Conservation 
County Committee, said to- 
day, 

The payments represent 
any unpaid part of the es- 
timated diversion payment 
and the additional price 
support to growers who 
voluntarily signed up and 
then met applicable pro- 
visions of the program, 
Growers could request that 
half of the estimated di- 
version payment be made 
in advance at the time of 
the signup last spring, 

The diversion payments 
are figured at 10.78 cents 
per pound on the projected 
yield of the acreage di- 
verted and put to conser- 
ving uses, The price-sup- 
port payments amount to 
11.53 cents per pound on 
the projected yield of the 
acres planted within the 
farm’s domestic allotment 
(65 percent of the effect- 
ive allotment), (Diversion 
and price-support payment 
rates under the 1966-crop 
were 10.5 and 9,42 cents 
per pound, respectively.)
